Company Promises to Be In Op­ 
eration by July 1. 


A reporter for ‘I ho Eagle took the 
opportunity M onday afternoon to pay 
a visit to the m illing plant being con* 
; stru d el! by Mr. Ii. T. I^ w le r and 
Isons, which is located ju st south of 
the B ryan power plant. A large force 
of w orkm en were very busily engaged 
installing m achinery nnd getting the 
plant in readiness to begin operations, 
which, according to tile m anagem ent, 
Will be about July I. 
Only the high­ 
est grade of mac hinery is to go into 
tile plant and this will Insure the 
very best of mill products. 
It is the 
purpose of the mill to make flour, 
me al and stoc k feeds. 
The capacity 
of the mill for flour, as it is being con­ 
structed, will be 60 barrels daily, but 
the building was built lurge enough 
to hold m achinery to produce 150 bar­ 
rels per day. 
One very fine feature 
in the mill is a cleaning machine for 
the w heat from which the flour is 
made. 
This machine will clean and 
reclean three 
tim es, 
enough wheat 
from which 
to mill 
300 barrels of 
flour. 
The object of same Is to run 
this department a t such hours of the 
day when the electric power in the 
city is used less, thereby cutting the 
expense and enabling the mill to meet 
competition of other mills. 
Mr. Law ­ 
ler stated th at lf the mill was en­ 
abled to get the transit rate, which 
has already been assured them, that 
he will install additional rollers for 
flour im m ediately after he gets in op­ 
eration 
Mr. J. I. Rhodes, who Is to be th e 
miller, stated th at unless som ething 
unforseen happens the mill will be In 
operation by the first of July. 
The storage capacity for w heat will 
be 30.000 bushels and the elevators 
and carriers 
are 
so 
arranged th at 
w hen the w heat 
Is 
unloaded it Is 
cleaned for the first tim e and stored 
until ready for use, then when it is 
ready for the rollers It is cleaned 
tw ice and then washed. 
This will in­ 
sure the very best results. 
Mr. l.aw ler states th at he expects 
to buy his w heat from tho w heat coun­ 
try and from the com m unities w here 
the very best of w heat is raised for 
that particular season, and that Vwp- 
ads will be the lim it of his territory 
if he has to go there to get w hat he 
w ants.

And, while he knows that the rain was 
a great blessing, for it came when 
the land was getting very dry, yet 
with all the blessing that it brought, 
it was accompanied by one very ser­ 
ious disadvantage, and it is of this 
disadvantage that he wishes to con­ 
fine himself in this article.
